CARDSTON VERY ‘DRY’ 


Several Points in Northern Part 
of Province Favor 
Importation 

In no uncertain tone the elect- 
ors of Alberta declared Monday | 
igainst any further inter-provin- 
tial traffic in intoxicating liquors, | 
inking themselves up in this ex- 
pression of feeling with the people 
of Saskatchewan, Manitoba and 
Nova Scotia, where emphatic | 
majorities were registered for the | 
prohibition cause. 

Although definite final records | 
of the vote in this province were 
not obtainable Monday night ow- | 
ing to the difficulty in securing | 
returns from innumerable points, } 
the majorities tabulated indicate | 
that the final margin-in favor of| 
prohibition will be between 12,000 
and 15,000. In 1915 the majority 
for the ‘‘drys’’ was slightly in ex- 
cess of 20,500, with a total vote 
of 79,650, 

Edmonton and Calgary led the 
way for the cities in piling up 
substantial majorities for prohibi- 
tion, althongh it was predicted in 
some quarters that the cities} 
would practically break even, | 
while- the dry margin would be} 
obtained in the rural districts. | 
The rural vote was strongly in 
favor of prohibition throughout 
the province as a general thing, | 
but nearly all the towns and vil- | 
lages also swung their weight 
into the contest on the side of re- | 
striction. Lethbridge wus the 
only city to lose to the ‘‘wets,’’| 
and this by a narrow majority. | 
Red Deer, Medicine Hat and | 
Wetaskiwin. lined up with the 
drys, while the larger towns like 
Camrose, Vermilion, Lacombe, 
Wainwright, Lloydminster and} 
other centers went against im- | 
portation with sweeping majori- | 
iles. : | 

The most outstanding majori-| 
ties for the ‘‘wets’’ were obtained | 
in the northern sections of the | 
province, some centers in the! 
Peace River region standing out| 
for uninterrupted importation, | 
while to the northeast in the St. 
Paul and Andrew districts the ver- | 
dict was strongly for unrestricted | 
traffie in liquor. |

(3)——The carriage or transportation 
lof intoxicating liquor through the

membership of the league,, and though 
at other rl*ces he is reported to have 
talked of accepting what was good in 
the organization and of the United 
States doine everything it can to pre- 
vent future wars, he can be fairly eset 
down as an opponent of the league 
of nations section of the Versailles 
treaty; and ff he is elected & will be 
in reason to expect that the senate 
will approve of his policy and that a 
soparate peace will be made with 
Germany. Qn the other hand, Mr, 
Cox, who heads the Democratic party 
ticket, is not an out-and-out upholder 
of the League of Nations‘ covenant. He 
wants moodif'cations to some of its 
claims, in the way of ensuring the 
right of the United States to limit its 
activity in carrying Out the league's 
behests when these act'vities threaten 
war. In 6pite of such variations of 
views, the situation suggests ¢hat vot- 
ers Who vut the league of nations dis- 
eue first among the matters to be af- 
fected by the election, if they favor 
Uniteq States membership, will vote 
for Mr. Cox, while those who would 
maintain the policy of their country’s 
avoiding European entanglements 
will mark their baMots for Mr. 
Harding. 

| It is not clear that the leagye of 
nations issue will so overshadow the 
others ‘that it will decide the result of 
the campaign. In the United States 
|the war did not d'erupt the old parties 
as it did in Great Britain. and the fact

Rescuing ¢ Children | 
‘Stolen By The Turks ; 


—_—___® 


A reader forwards to The Bulletin al | 
copy of “The Orient News,” a viteod 
published in English in Constantin- 
ople. the capital city of the now de- 
lapidated Turkish empire. From it 
is reproduced the following article, 
|which describes one phase of the work 
|undertaken by the Allies in ‘the realm 
lover which the Turk formerly ruled, 
la phase of which the outs deyworld 
has heard little. but which mist. ap- 
peal to the humane instinct of man- 
kind, ag to the universal sense of jus- 
tice: 

“Now, and ever since the arnyistice, 
there has been go'ng on here and 
throughout Turkey, a vast and diffi- 
feult work of which little has been 
heard, but which is full of romance 
and tragedy. This work is the work 
of tracing out and recovering the en- 
ormous numbers of Armenian orphans 
|who have ‘been dstributed by the 
Turks in orphanages and private 
houses all over the Hmpire, and who 
thave been deliberately Iylamized and 
ltaught that they are Moslems and 
Turks. We have in our hands official 
documents which show that the num- 
ber of such Armenian children who 
have been recovered up to date js 88,- 
{029, and that there still remain to be 
recovered 63,800. 

Startling as ‘these figures are, fi- 
gures can give no real idea of the al- 
most detective work which is entalled 
by ¢he search. Asa rule the oh idvea 
range from about 7 years of age to 
15, and so thoroughly have Lney been 
into concealing their ori- 
}ginal nationality that it is with the 
greatest difficulty. that they are 
brought to own up and say who they 
are. The work of search goes On con- 
tinuously, and the occasional reports 
jin the press that, for example, this 
/hanum Or that was stopped in 
|street on the suspicion that the child 
with her was Armenian, is only an in- 


finitesimal public sign of what is go- | 


{Ing on. All Armenians have become, 
jas ft were, spies for ths purpose, anu 
jcarefully keep on the watch wherever 
|they @o for enslaved children of their 
jrace. Claims pour in daily to the 
{authorities for this or that child sup- 


fo out that the child be brought and 
|the case exam -ned into, 

“The whole search has in it much 
that is beautiful. childieh, romantic 
and painful, There is even sometimes 
| Something witiful about the manner in 
which Turks who have to give up a 
child appeal to keep the orphan in 
their family. For even they have 
sometimes become attached to these 
stray changelings, and there have been 
cases in which they have been willing 
jto leave a child its religion if they 

could but keep it. Nevertheless, this 
|aide is rare and can be no set-off to 
the enormous crime which the d sper- 
sion and forced Islamization of these 
| 150, 000 orphans represents. 

‘Take this scene on the other side, 
and consider the ghastliness of it. The 
fother day two brothers were recover- 
ed from the Turkish orphanage at 
Tcheuguelkeny ang were taken to 
the ‘neutral house’ in which the child- 
ren are put for Observation. In the 
|house was alrcady their sister. When 
the two brothers saw the'r sister, they 
began to curse her and 6uy: ‘Ybu have 
become Christian, you have denied 
your nationality, but we shan't.’ And 
one of the tboye threw his head back 
proudly and gad in Turkish, ‘Thank 
{|God, I am of Islam.’ Yet in a day or 
‘two the children began playing toget- 
her and after a time the boys forgot 
\their terrors and admitted who they 
| were. 
| “When the orphans were originally 
jaeized by the Turks for distribution, 
the'r names were entered carefully 
fn registers which are in the hands of 
the authorities. The names were first 
written in Armenian; the registers 
were then taken and carefully 
through, the Armenan names _ being 
|scratched out and a Turkish name 
substituted Thus in Armenian 
Keork fils de Vahan—this is scratch- 
{ed out, and the name in Turkish Meh- 
|med oglou (fils de) Houri substituted, 
One of such registers conta.ns 632 
james, ail carefully changed. 
| Not lenly was this done, but to 
jchildren there were given by hodjas, 
us wel as by the government, false 
birth certificates with full details of 
place of origin, mother, father, fam- 
ily, ete, showing that the ch idren 
were Turkish. It ig extraordinary to 
think that such a methodical system 
of Is'amization should have been un- 
dertaken by the Turks in the aise of 
these Armenian children, and it !s per 
haps more extraordinary still that the 
Turks so Gling to these stolen child- 
behind 


jren. The tmotives their de- 
sire to retain NOR @re, it (8 said, both 
political and religious. ‘Mhey think 


that ‘thereby they can repopulate their 
country, and again, their reiigion telis 
convers.ons they 
can eave their souls, 

“Often the sign by which a@ child is 
recognized to be Armenian is some 
}stray memory surprised in it of the 
| religion -n which it was brought up. 
Just two smal] examples to conclude: 
There was one obstinate child who 
would not admit that it had been for- 


cibly Islamized, The investigator 
suddenly entered the room where it 
was piaying and said n Armenian: 


‘What used you to do when you went 
with your mother to church?’ Imme. 
diately and instinctively the child be- 
#4n the motion of crossing itself. An- 
other instance: A child, be. ng asked 
where its mother ‘was buried and if it 
|remembered what kind of trees ana 
srave-stones there were—whether “all 
trees and pillar stones, as in Turkish 
sraveyards, said eagerly in Turkish; 
‘No, there were lots and lots of the 
crosses of the G aour.' 

“Thus are the children discovered, 
land thus ig the silent crusade of Ar- 
re-nationalization carried 
out!

The incomplete returns avail- 
able at-the time of writing indi- 
eate that the voters of the Prov- 
ince have, by a very substantial 
majority, called upon the Domin- 
jon Government to prevent the 
importation into Alberta of liquor 
for sale or use forbidden by the 
laws of the Province. Reports 


| from the other three provinces in 
| which plebiscites were also taken 


yesterday on the importation ques- 
tion are that the verdicts: in Sas-| 
katchewan, Manitoba and Nova 
Sevotia have been the same as in 
this Province. Of the four Prov-| 
inces in which the electors have 
been thus far consulted, therefore, 
the response is in each case a de- 
mand that interprovincial ship- 
ments be prohibited except where 
the disposition of the liquor is in} 
conformity with Provincial law. 

A satisfactory feature of the 
result m Alberta is that the 
returns from city and country are 
in agreement. There is not here, 
as in some of the other Provinces, 
a defined cleavage of opinion he- | 
tween the urban centres and the 
rural districts. It is not in the 
ease of this Province a demand 
that the Federal authorities shali 
impose an unwanted condition 
upon the cities at the request of 
the farmers.

As a tie-up, the strike of the 
British coal miners seems to leavn 
nothing lacking in the way of com- 
pleteness.

Mr. Pariee’s Address 

“Justice ig symbolised by @ plind- 
folded figure with the scales tn one) 
iband and @ sword in the other, the| 
ecaeg to represent justice, the sword) 
punishment, said Mr. Parlee. “There 
ig no question that in our criminal 
courte the criminal, until he is con- 
victed haa full and complete justice, | 
He és presumed innocent until proved 
jgullty beyond a reasonable doubt. He 
}need not be a witness in hie own be- 
| half, and if nog a witness hie failure to 
do so must not be commented upon or! 
| taken into consideration either by the 
prosiding judge oc by the prosecutor, 
}and too much commendation cannot} 
| be given to the Police magistrates of 
| the City and ¢o the judges of the sup- 
reme and triot courts, for thelr 
treatment of criminals with the in- 
adequate time and meang at their 
disposal. The idea of punishment ap- 
| pears to be for the purpose of acting 
|as a deterrent to others, and not one 
of revenge. 

Punishment a Deterrent 

“If punishment were for revenge ft 
would be rather “eorrent ¢o our 
present ideas of so*‘ety, and & would 
necessarily follow that a man who 
committed a crime should be punish- 
ed in exactly the same way,” Mr. 
Parlee continued. “That is to aay, if 

unishment were one of revenge the 

iminal, if he shot apother, should 
in turm be ‘shot; if he mutilated an- 
ether, he @aould, in turn. be mutilae 
ted; if he robs, he, in turn, shoul’ 
be robbed, and 90 on. So it would ap- 
pear that punishment must be con- 
sidered as q dstcrrent. Soclologists, 
however, claim that punishment as 3 
deterreng is false in theory and 
faile in practise. They argue that in 
the middie ages punishment was 
much more scvefe than at the pre 
sem time, that the convicted were in- 
fiicted with the most treacherous 
punishment for petty offences; that a 
man was hangod for robbery and left 
hanging at the croas-roada as a warn- 
ing 49 others; witchcraft was punish- 
ed by death, and yet notwithstanding 
the severity of tho punishment, 
crimes were never so rampant, nor 
flourished at a much greater dogrve 
than in ancient times. They argue 
that when 4 punishment is inflicted 
on a criminal that that fact destroys 
the theory that punishment acts as a 
deterrent, because it would not detar 
that particu’ar crime; that if a person 
{n @he heat of passion go forgets him- 
self as to cognmit a crime, he has 
pessed the stage of thinking of tie 
punithment, and that he ie not there- 
by deterred; that in a cage of a pre- 
meditated erime the criminal has be- 
fore him at all times, tae idea that £ 
he !s caught te will be punished, anit 
yet he ft prepared to take his 
ebance. 

“A gounterfetter who efts himecif 
down to counterfeit paper money,
